The great; house was one ea in the Civil 
War but tio pie urvived to beccme 
the en in the country. 
The Middleton PiKss prey are nore 
formal, It is said taat one hundred 
slaves worked for soa years to develop 
these grovunucs.

Following the coast cown into Florida, 
Malcolm told us he was often reminded 
of the California region of Del Monte, 
Live oaks ars pines, with a copious 
dressing of *panish moss dominate the 
plant life. He explained the three main

ecological regiorc of Florida, The 
north west is really obntinental, ths 
temperature mey drop to zero, and snow 
falls occasionally in winter. Such 
plants as red»bud (Céveds canadensis), 
Hornbeam, beech, and maples, show a 
northern flora left behind by retreatins 
ise, The slides of winter landscapes 
showed many deciduous trees. The next 
section or central portion of Florida 

is rolling country. Iron Mountain with 
the Singing Tower is 350 feet high and 
is a State Park and bird refuge. 
Oranges, pines end oaks, stretches of 
gsrubvby oOhkaparral-like plant formation, 
suggest Southern California except for 
the meny lakes and springs and constant 
occurrence of the short palm, Sabal Pal- 
metts, in the underbrush, 

It is in the southern part of the state 
that the really tropical plant formations 
On the coast the red and black 
mangroves arch their aerial roots out of 
the veer and back into it again, ever 
pushing further to sea while the debris 
sees in the mass of roots builds up 
the land behind them. - the swamps 
behind the coast there are many trees 
which grow in the water. Cypress (an 
important lumber product) breathes by 
upright aexial rocts, Mayvnolias and 
others gradually build up the hamnocks, 
islands of tropical plants with many 
palause The heavy evergreen leaves and 
light smooth bark indicate the tropical 
nature of this Carribean flora. 

iways there is the influence of tie 
hurricane on the plant life. The 
stretches of mangroves may be torn away 
ty wind, destroying the land they have 
ereetod, The coconut paim (perhaps not 
a netive) is seriously injured in 
hurricanes, but the Royal Palm (Roystonia 
Regia) can be stripped by wind to a bare 
sten and recover. 

A tree (Mehow) which "walks" by arching 
over and rooting at the tips; the habit 
of the Palmetto to grow prostrate, dying 
out behind and rooting in fronts; the 
Needle Palm with nins inch hairs like
